Hardly less 
profitable.

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ARMENIA A LAND OF 
RESTRICTION AND DISTRESS 


LONDON, 
April 
16.— (Corres­ 
pondence of the Associated Press) 
.— “ T h e sights one sees in Armenia 
are almost beyond belie!, and the 
tales one hears are too ghastly to 
be inventions.” 
This is an extract from a letter 
an Armenian medical officer, writ­ 
ing from the base of Mount Ararat, 
to a fellow countryman in London. 
The letter says: 
* It may interest you to know of 
the awful state of distress existing 
in the country here. Thousands of 
people are homeless and absolutely 
destitute.

among the native population. It is 
as serious as it was reported to be. 
For months the people have been 
cut oft from all communication with 
the outside world, With the exception 
of a small area round Erivan. The 
whole country has been overrun by 
it> enemies.

the \erge of starvation, many al­ 
ready having died of hunger.”
